Socialist Spain refused last night 
to give up the captured Nazi freight- 
er Palos in a sharp defi to Germany 
that brought a new threat of war to 


troubled Europe. 


Germany warned of reprisals if 
the freighter and its cargo were not 
released by its Bilbao captors. 

Bilbao refused. “A clear case of 
war contraband,” said a note issued 
through the Spanish embassy at 
The ship carried 1,500 tons 
armaments, Bilbao authorities 


“There is no question of releas- 
ing the Palos,” the note added—in 
effect accepting the challenge of 
Germany. 

What form of reprisals Chancel- 
lor Hitler might adopt were not 
known.

3 ,661 Miles of Roads and Bridges 
Built During Talmadge’s Regime 


Records of the State Highway 

Board disclosed yesterday 3,661 miles 
of roads and bridges, costing $44,344.,- 
946.87, have been constructed in Geor- 
gia since July.1, 1933—the period dur- 
ing which the Talmadge administra- 
tion has had control of highway af- 
fairs. 
Of the money spent during the 3 1-2 
year period under survey, $25,976,- 
016.48 was paid by the state and 
$18,368,930.44 by the federal govern- 
ment. 

State projects alone totalled $22,- 
521,503.81, leaving $3,454,512.62 of 
state money which was spent on fed- 
eral aid projects. The total cost of 
the federal aid projects was $21,823.,- 


Officials said the records showed a 
total of 4,458 miles of paved roads 
now in the atate system, of which 
2,021 miles were constructed during 
the administration of the present gov- 
ernor which is now drawing to a 
close. 

Unpaved roads, they said, total 
4,790 miles, of which 1,626 miles were 
constructed since July 1, 1933. 

Of a total of 36 miles of bridges and 
structures, 15 miles were built during 
the period. 

The highway board has been 
existence since 1919. 

Governor Talmadge recently

Georgia built more roads than any 
other southern state during his ad- 
ministration, “Despite the fact federal 
funds were held up for 13 months of 
the time.” 

Highway board records showed fed- 
eral grants to the state were $6,800,- 
000 during the first fiscal year of the 
Talmadge administration, $5, ,000 
the second, and $3,500,000 during the 
third, which ended June 30, 1936. In 
the five months between July 1 and 
November 30 of this year, the federal 
fund figures were shown to total §$2,- 

The greatest expenditure during the 
Talmadge administration was on sur- 
face treatment roads, of which 1,369 
miles were erected at a cost of $13,- 
093,840.39. Next came cement con- 
crete roads, of which 529 miles were 
erected at a cost of $11,610,984.30. 

The 15 miles of bridges and other 
structures cost $7,733,597.37. 

Earth and soil roads totalled 565 
miles at a cost of $4,511,492.42, and 
bituminous concrete roads _ totalled 
120 miles costing $1,763,459.76. 

In the remaining classification— 
brick—slightly less than two miles 
were erected at a cost of $160,643.97. 

The greatest road mileage of the pe- 
riod was erected during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1936, and _ totalled 
1,041. A total of 723 miles was erect- 
ed between July 1 and November 30.

BRITISH WARSHIP SAYS

PARIS, Dec. 27.—(4)—The Spanish 
covernment decided today to retain the 
captured Nazi stamship Palos at Bil- 
bao because, it was charged, the ship 
carried war materials. 

Defying the Berlin threat of re- 
prisals if the Palos were not released 
quickly, Basque Nationalist authori- 
ties said in a statement from Bitbao 
issued through the Spanish embassy 
here: 

“There is no question of releasing 
the Palos.” 

The statement declared the ship car- 
ried 1.500 tons of war material, in- 
cluding field telephones. Of three pas- 
sengers aboard, it was charged, two 
were Spanish Fascist agents returning 
from Germany to Vigo, the ship’s des- 
tination. 

The Palos was stopped in Spanish 
territorial waters and “authorities con- 
sider it a clear case of war contra- 
band.” the Bilbao statement said. 

Naval attaches accredited to Ma- 
drid but temporarily stationed at St. 
Jean de Luz revealed the Palos asked 
assistance from a British destroyer, 
Fame, on the day it was held up by 
Basque trawlers, 

It was said, however, the comman- 
der of the destroyer replied he had 
no right to interfere. The Palos then 
asked the Fame to determine for pur-

O'MARONEY PLANNING 
NEW CHILD LABOR AGI 


Wyoming Democrat Will 
Submit New Bill for ‘Action | 
in Coming Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—(UP)— 
A new and direct plan for abolishing 
child labor by authorizing states to 
ban products manufactured by boys 
and girls under 16 years of age will 


be submitted to the next Congress, 
Senator Joseph O’Mahoney, Demo- 
crat, Wyoming, disclosed tonight. 

The provision will be embraced in 
O’Mahoney’s federal incorporation bill 
which some authorities, including 
Senator William E. Borah, Repub- 
lican, Idaho, favor as the vehicle for 
attaining social standards sought by 
the invalidated NRA, 

O'Mahoney, it was learned, will 
strike at the child labor evil in the 
same manner as foes of convict labor 
operated in 1929. At that time a law 
was passed authorizing states to ban 
from interstate commerce entering 
their areas goods produced by con- 
victs. The basis for the legislation 
was the need of protecting free labor. 

The convict labor act did not be- 
come effective until 1934. It was 
promptly challenged in the courts and 
finally reached the United States Su- 
preme Court last March when Jus- 
tice George Sutherland read an opin- 
ion holding the statute constitutional. 

The Federal Licensing Act, which 
would compel all companies operating 
in interstate commerce to hold federal 
charters and institute maximum hour 
and minimum wage reforms, was in- 
troduced in the closing days of the 
last Congress. O’Mahoney made no 
attempt to push it at that time. 

After considerable study of 
Sutherland decision, the Wyoming 
Democrat, an ardent New Dealer, de- 
cided to revise his measure and in- 
clude in it the child labor ban before 
re-introducing it in the coming gses- 
sion. 

““As revised my bill will strike di- 
reetlty at the child labor evil,” O’Ma- 
honey told the United Press. “QOb- 
taining consent to the child labor 
amendment by the various states has 
been a long and tedious process. We 
can achieve results more expeditiously 
through my measure. There is no 
question of the constitutionality of 
the child labor provision as the su- 
preme court already held a similar 
_ valid in the case of convict la- 

or.” 

Twenty-four states have ratified the 
child labor amendment. Ratification 
by 36 states is necessary to amend the 
constitution. Enactment and _ subse- 
quent high court approval of O'Ma- 
honey’s proposal would circumvent re- 
calcitrant legislatures opposing the 
amendment. 

One of the main objectives of O’Ma- 
honey’s measure, he stated, is the in- 
crease of the nation’s consuming pow 
er and re-employment.

Offering it as the best means to 
“insultate America against other peo- 
ple’s wars,” the Michigan Republican 
also urged international acceptance of 
the theory of “war quarantine’ as 
opposed to what the called the League 
of Nations theory of “war partner- 
ship.” Vandenberg is a member of 
the senate munitions and foreign re- 
lations committees. 

Despite the supreme court's deci- 
sion last week opening the way for 
broad discretionary neutrality legisla- 
tion, Vandenberg said the law should 
be “as definite and as positive as pos- 
sible.”

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NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


SPLIT WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The treasury keeps its secret well, 

| but it has not been able to keep the news from getting around 
inside the New Deal.cloister that a rift has developed between Mr. Mor- 
genthau and his ace brain-truster, Mr. Oliphant. 

Whether the difference will lead to Mr. Oliphant’s departure down 
the primrose and molasses paths of Profs. Tugwell, Moley et al, has been 
a subject of much animated but whispered discussion. Mr. Morgenthau 
is as quiet as the gold he sits on. Mr. Oliphant is general counsel of the 
treasury and a lawyer. Their friends have pried little from them except 
vague diplomatic denials. 

Exactly what started the trouble is consequently a matter of surmise, 
but the situation is of far more than personal significance. Outsiders 
may not know it, but Mr. Oliphant thought up the silver policy and the 
new tax program on undistributed earnings of corporations. Differences 
over one or both of these two policies undoubtedly led to the break. 
Most insiders believe it was silver primarily. 

If Mr. Oliphant goes, some of the silver policy and most of the en- 


thusiasm for the new tax policy will go with him. 

EARNINGS TAX This does not mean any important changes in the 
corporation tax structure will be recommended at 

the coming session of congress. Mr. Morgenthau apparently is not that 

angry. If you could get him to take down his hair and tell you frankly 

what he thinks, you would undoubtedly learn that he would like to 

modify the law, but here is the situation: 

The act was passed only this year. It was greatly ballyhooed during 
the campaign. New Deal spokesmen advertised it as a major reform of 
the corporation tax structure, They cannot turn around now, after elec- 
tion, and change the law before it has been tried. 

Despite what you heard from congress, therefore, the plan seems to 
be to keep the law substantially intact for a full year before undertaking 
to correct its. defects. 


PREDICAMENT The roots of these matters (Morgenthau-Oliphant, 


Silver, taxes) run down deep into the fundamental 
present problem within the New Deal. 

Up to last week, treasury policies leaned on the inflationary side. 

The Oliphant silver policy was designed to increase the price of silver 
directly and other prices indirectly. The Oliphant tax bill was conceived 
to force money into circulation and buoy up purchasing power. It seeks 
to take earnings away from corporations and give the money to stock- 
holders who will spend it or invest it, and pay larger taxes on it, whereas 
the corporations would only hide it away in reserves. 
The policies suited the uphill climb, but the situation now is chang- 
ing. Mr. Morgenthau himself virtually conceded this the other day when 
he announced the Eccles plan for purchase of foreign gold imports by 
the treasury. This move was counter-inflationary and in a direction ex- 
actly opposite to that in which Mr. Oliphant has been leading the 
treasury. 

The problem now is not to increase prices, to buoy up, and to in- 
flate, but to keep the threatening boom from running away with the New 
Deal. Prices have been jumping so fast that the Federal Reserve Board 
is frankly apprehensive. They must be kept in hand.

New Expenditures Will Be 
Considered by Soviets 
Next Month. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—()}—More 
guns, men and warships will be Com- 
munist Russia's New Year greeting to 
developing world war dangers, author- 
itative sources said today. 

With her army already built into 
perhaps the world’s strongest fighting 
force, the central executive committee 
will convene in January to consider 
new eee: 

By January 15, it was predicted. 
Assistant Commissar of War Mikhail 
Tukhachevsky, handsome old czarist 
officer who is one of Russia's five su- 
preme military leaders, will be ready 


to announce huge increases in arma- 


ment forces. 

A year ago he announced the army 
had been increased in 1935 from 960,- 
000 to 1,300,000 and declared further 
increases were planned for 1936. 


Military Conscription. 


During the current year machinery 
for easy enlargement of the army was 
provided with reduction of the age for 
military conscription from 21 to 19, 
and establishment of a military de- 
fense co-ordinating commissariat. 

Continued increases were promised 
by Vyacheslaff Molotoff, president of 
the council of commissars, at the all- 
union congress of Soviets last Novem- 
ber. Russia soon would have 100,000 
pilots and 7,000 airplanes, he said. 

The 1936 war budget doubled that 
of 1935. Informed sources said the 
budget for the new year would be even 
greater. 

Daily, official press and government 
spokesmen have recounted the dangers 
of attack against Soviet Russia. 

Jap-German Alliance. 

The 


Japanese-German  anti-Com- 
munist alliance, which Russia charges 
includes also a military alliance, is 
regarded by the Soviet government as 
the No. 1 threat to peace developed 
in 1938.

tarily into international conflict.

months away, basing that prediction 
on economic difficulties within Ger- 
many which might force Hitler to a 
sudden and desperate move. 

Kremlin spokesmen viewed the do- 
mestic situation in Japan as little bet- 
ter—centering about political criticism 
of the government's foreign policy. 
particularly in the failure to conclude 
conversations with China over anti- 
Japanese demonstrations, and _ the 
army's fight for even greater budget 
increases.

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FLIES BORN IN STRATO 
PROVE INTENSE GOLD 
A CAUSE OF EVOLUTION 


Mutations, or Changes, Five 
Times as Frequent in Re- 
gion 13 Miles Up. | 


ATLANTIC CITY, Dec. 27.—(?) 
The first scientific study of sex life 
in the stratosphere was made public 


today. It went far toward proving 
intense cold is one main cause of evo- 
lution. 

It was part of the exhibits of the 
American Association for the Advance: 
ment of Science which holds its an- 
nual meeting here all week. 

The study was made with fruit 
flies, taken up to mate 13.71 miles 
aloft, in the world’s record flight of 
the National Geographic Society’s bal- 
loon, Explorer II, in November, 1935. 

The honeymoon flies all died of cold. 
But their offspring, ova and larvae, 
lived. These young carried with them 
the impress of the stratosphere. 

Both in the egg and in larval stages, 
the young flies showed mutations, the 
changes in hereditary traits which re- 
sult in new species and in the “gen- 
iuses,”. “sports” and “morons” com- 
mon in nature as the result of such 
mutations. 

Five Times as Many. 

The stratosphere mutations were no 
different in kind than those common 
in the scientific laboratories, but 
there were five times as many. 
Place where this active “kettle” of 
new life ‘brewed’ was a layer of at- 
mosphere about three miles thick. 

The layer was not only extremely 
cold but contained the “roof” where 
cosmic rays are most active, where the 
air is more electrically conductive than 
any: place previously known, and 
where ozone is most dense. 

Cosmic rays are credited with some 
of the increase in mutation, but the 
National Geographic Society’s exhibit 
announcement says the fivefold muta- 
tion rate was “far too high to have 
been wholly or even mainly produced 
by the increased cosmic radiation ip 
four hours.” 

Dr. Victor Jollos, of the University 
of Wisconsin, was quoted: 

“The increased mutation rate... 
seems to demonstrate the importance 
of extreme temperatures as causes 
of genic alterations.” 

Two New Findings. 

The National Geographic Society 
announced also two hitherto unpub- 
lished findings of the record flight. 

At about 57,000 feet or around 10 
miles altitude, the Society said the 
cosmic rays reach their maximum of 
51 times as many as at sea level 

Four thousand feet above the cos- 
mic ray “roof” was the peak of elec- 
trical conductivity of the air. This 
was 81 times the conductivity of air at 
sea level. The society stated the 
cosmic rays are believed responsible 
for the air electrification. 

The ozone ceiling was found at 72.- 
000 feet. Ozone is oxygen in larger 
molecules than normal]. Although the 
Explorer II went only 395 feet above 
this ozone roof, the decrease in this 
peculiar oxygen was noticeable. 

It was declared the balloon went so 
high the glare of the sun was only 2 
per cent less than it would be out in 
the vacunm of space where there is 
no air to offer protection.

“Fortunately, you early realized 
your mistake and expressed your re- 
morse to me,” General Chiang said. 

“As you had the courage to 
acknowledge your faults, [ will tell 
the central authorities you regret 
what you have done and I believe 
they will deal leniently witb you.” 

Belief grew in some circles that the 
rebel marshal would be permitted to 
return to Sianfu, where he_ held 


Chiang, and resume command of his 
armies. 
Resumes Positions. 

Returning to Nanking. Genera! 
Chiang resumed automatically the nu- 
merous positions he holds in the gov- 
ernment, including that of head of the 
army. 

The Nanking government had not 
acted formally to rescind appointment 
of emergency occupants of the posts, 
but this was expected shortly. 

Chiang’s advisors, captured with 
him at Sianfu, followed him here to- 
day from Loyang. Several were tak- 
en to hospitals for treatment of shock. 

Rumors circulated the generalissimo 
desired to concentrate his energies on 
military organization and that his 
brother-in-law, Soong, would be named 
president of the executive Yuan, Chi- 
nese equivalent of premiership of the 
nation. 

It was understood Chiang discussed 
this with other government leaders. 
Details were guarded closely. 

Discussed Chang’s Fate. 

Chiang also was believed to have 
discussed the fate of Marshal Chang, 
who said he was “ready to suffer 
whatever the government. desires, 
whether it be death or not.” 

“I realize my wickedness and my 
Sin against you and the nation,” 
Chang said in a letter to his superior. 
“I beg you, as my old friend, to for- 
give me if possible and te tell the 
nation of my complete realization of 
the wrong I have done.” 

Considering the two wecks’ crisis 
ended, the government lifted a “mili- 
tary control” order imposed after its 
leader was captured. 

The generalissimo said “the mis- 
takes of my subordinates reflect upon 
me,’ in expressing a feeling of indirect 
responsibility. 

He was quick, however, to blame 
Chang and General Yang Hu-Chen, a 
colleague, for direct responsibility.

Nation’s Solons Gather in Capital | 
For Opening Session of Congress 


Fight Over House Floor Leadership and Action on De- 
ficiency Appropriation for Relief Head Calendar 
for 75th Meeting. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—With 
the Christmas holidays now past, 
members of cpngress are pouring into 
the capital preparatory to the ap- 
proaching opening of a session whose 
acts will determine, in the final re- 
covery program, whether the national 
government is to swing to the right or 
the left, or follow the center of the 
road. 

lt promises to be an unprecedented 
congress since never in history has 
there been so great a difference in the 
strength of the two major parties and 
not since the days of the founding 
fathers has there been a President in 
the White House fortified with so 
great an electoral vote. 

Leadership Fight. 

At the head of the calendar for the 
new congress, the 75th, are a bitter 
Struggle between two factions in the 
house for. the floor leadership, action 


lief, proposals for reorganization of a 
government grown to unprecedented 
proportions by the New Deal and the 
innumerable ideas for advancing the 
more abundant life. 

The congress which will decide these 
questions is divided as follows: 

Senate—Democrats: 75; HKepub- 
licans, 16; Farmer Labor, 2; Pro- 
gressive, 1; Independent 1; vacant l. 

House—Democrats: 332; Kepub- 
licans, 88; Progressive 8; Farmer- 
Labor, 5; vacancy, 1. 

During the recent national cam- 
paign, President Roosevelt, aroused 
to fight by Republican attacks that 
e was vague in his speeches, pro- 
duced in his Madison Square Garden 
speech a rough pencil-drawing of the 
governmental structure he hopes to 
build in the next four years. 

The blue print he will give to con- 
gress shortly after it opens, January 
Oo, a new date fixed by the Norris 
Jame-duck amendment to the constitu- 
tion, which brings the new President 
into office on January 20. 

In the interim between the electicn 
and the present time, there have been 
a variety of information from usually 
reliable sources, augmented by an oc- 
casional word from the President, who 
is at work in traditional secrecy on 
his message to congress. 

Housing Programs. 

At this stage of the game, it is fair 
to predict that outside of insisting cn 
better conditions for the working man, 
large scale housing programs and per- 
haps broad permissive powers for for- 
eign affairs, Mr. Roosevelt will play 
a fairly conservative hand. 


In the first plac 
is regarded as improbable in each in- 
stance. 

While the President is looking for- 
ward to a return to private life, the 
congressmen have their eyes on big- 
ger and better jobs for themselves, in- 
cluding the presidency and the pork 
barrel is usually rolled down the cen- 
ter aisle and overalls, hammers and 
nails produced for fence mending pur- 
poses. 

In the second place, presidents are 
customarily re-elected by a g«maller 
vote than they received for their first 
term. That was not the fact in the 
case of Roosevelt. He bettered him- 
self and came through with a mandate 
so clear it should be a steadying in- 
fluence on congress. 

Election of Floor Leader. 

The first order of business in the 
house will be the election of a floor 
leader. The floor leader is the head 
mechanic in the house. The speaker 
has his influence but the man who 
works at the job day and night, in 
cloakrooms, on the floor, at cocktail 
parties, stag affairs and other social 
gatherings, is the floor Jeader. The 
President must, of necessity, rely on 
him to produce votes for his program 
when votes are needed. 

In the present battle. two candidates 
are involved, John J. O'Connor, of 
New York, and: Sam Rayburn. of 
Texas. Both are red-headed. Both 
are fiery. O’Connor’s hair is thin- 
ning: Rayburn’’s all but gone. 

Rayburn, Texas born and Texas 
bred, gains his chief support from 
Vice President John Nance Garner, 
who arrived on the Washington scene 
ahead of time this vear and imme- 
diately came out publicly for his pro- 
tere. 

The value of that move is ques- 
tionnble. House members are Aas 
pleased with interference by the sen- 
ate in the election of their officers 
as would be the Elks if the Masons 
interfered or the Kiwanians if the 
Rotarians attempted to dictate their 
actions. 

Quit House Fight. 

Furthermore, the President went 
out of his way to declare he had 
washed his hands of the quarrel and 
would have nothing to do with it. 
This was a decided boost for O’Connor 
for it took the edge off the whisper- 
ings in the congressional cloakrooms 
that Mr. Roosevelt wanted Sam Ray- 
burn for floor leader and was op- 
posed to Jack O'Connor. 

Once congress has settled down to 
its routine duties the big problem will 
be what to do about relief. It will 
stay with the first session of the new 
congress from the time the first gavel 
falls until adjournment is ordered. 
First, there will be the business of 
voting a deficiency appropriation; sec- 
ond, x. study of what will be required 
for the fiscal year beginning June 1, 
and third, the voting of those funds. 

There will be much wind, plenty 
of ldg-rolling and fine fighting all 
along the line. The President has 
said $500,000,000 will be sufficient 
for point No. 1, that is to foot the 
bill for the five remaining monthe of 
the present fiscal year. 

This would be $100,000,000 a 
month. The present outlay is about 
$128,000,000. If the former figure 
is adhered to there will be required 
a considerable slice in expenditures. 
Some economies, of course, can be ef- 
fected by weeding out persons not ac- 
tually in need. 

Relief Question. 

The great difficulty everyone has 
faced from the President down in dis- 
cussing the relief problem has been 
the lack of actual information as to 
its enormity. Some sort of census 
is inevitable. There is little chance 
of the door bell ringing census pro- 
posed by Secretary of Commerce Ro- 
per and more likelihood of the bu- 
reau of registration proposal ad- 
vanced by Mr. Roosevelt under which 
the unemployed could come in and 
register. The latter obviously would 
be cheaper and less political. 

Big business reduced to a minimum 
its attack on the New Deal the day 
after eleetion. The results were too 
overwhelming for the minority to con- 
tinue its harsh tactics. Business took 
it on the chin from the common peo- 
ple and while the President will not 
press his advantage to the limit, he 
once said, ‘“‘We have just begun to 
fight,” and he has not completely 
abandoned that attitude.

Business Reward. 

Reports are that the White House 
will frown on any such proposal. In 
the first place, the aims of the Berry 

roup can only be achieved by offer- 
ing business a reward and the reward 
in all such attempts, just as it was 
with the NRA, is the relaxation of 
the anti-trust laws. 

Mr. Roosevelt is due to ask Con- 
gress for a greater appropriation for 
the’ Federal Trade Commission. The 
conservatives on the commission have 
been eased off or into the background, 
the Liberals are in the saddle, and 
there is going to be some plain and 
fancy trust busting by the commission, 
which suffered from neglect under 
three Conservative. Presidents and 
from fetters during the World War 
and the NRA. 

What the President will propose to 
fill out his business reform program 
is still in doubt, but it would ocea- 
sion no surprise if the White House 
should take a friendly attitude to- 
ward the O’Mahoney bill. This meas- 
ure would license corporations in- 
volved in interstate commerce. The 
interpretation of what is actually in- 
terstate commerce is a broad one and 
it might not get by the United States 
Supreme Court any more than did the 
Schecter NRA case. 

Specific Wage Scales. 

The price of the license would be 
an agreement to specific wage and 
hour scales and other business prac- 
tices which the administration regards 
as essential to a proper economic or- 
der. If the bill is passed and sur- 
vives the courts, it would take care 
of big business and the FTC would 
look out for the needs of the small 
business. 

One cheery word for the business- 
man comes from Capitol Hill and 
the White Hoitise where it has been 
stated time and time again that there 
will be no new taxes and a determined 
effort to secure a balanced budget in 
the next year or two. 

In addition, there is a marked dis- 
position on the part of important 
congressional leaders to modify. the 
surplus tax law in order to lessen 
the burden, first, for corporations 
heavily in debt by reason of the de- 
pression, and second, for corporations 
anxious to expand their business and 
their properties. 

Early in the coming session of con- 
gress there will appear with the Presi- 
dent's approval an omnibus govern- 
mental reorganization bill, the plan 
being to bring the administration’s 
stepchildren into the fold and under 
the wings of cabinet members. 

Economy Benefit. 

One intended benefit will be econ- 
omy. This, however, undoubtedly will 
prove to be slight. The real purpose 
is to streamline the New Deal, to 
pull in loose ends, the alphabetical 
Subdivisions that have provided the 
administration’s opponents with tar- 
gets for wisecracks and verbal 
lets. 

Housing is almost as tough a nut 
to crack as relief for the reason that 
it is tied in with the basic difficul- 
ties of producing recovery out of the 
hat almost as quickly as the magician 
and his rabbit. 

The trouble, in a nutshell, has been 
that the government is unable to stim- 
ulate its own projects to provide low 
cost housing without a government 
subsidy. A subsidy is hardly sound 
economics so that the fight persists 
between those who want the govern- 
ment to retire from the housing field 
completely and those who advocate the 
subsidy on the theory that it will 
bring the heavy industries back to 
life. The problem is very much on 
the doorstep of congress. 

Still another major question to be 
decided is that ot neutrality, keep- 
ing out of foreign wars. The supreme 
court has just upheld the Roosevelt 
neutrality policy, seven to one, and 
most important of all declared the 
President should have wide permissive 
powers in dealing with foreign affairs. 
This is a break for the White House 
and blow to those members of con- 
gress who, at the last session, fought 
to have his powers specifically de- 
fined and mandatory.

Pope Pius spent only 10 of his 79 
years here, but his memory of the city

Desio was a town of 9,000 when 
Monsignor Achille Ratti was made 
Pope Pius XI. Then Premier Musso- 
lini, wishing to render homage to the 
pontiff, raised it to the rank of city. 


Monument Is Given. 


Next a wealthy cotton manufacturer 
Signor Giulio Gavazzi, spent more 
than a million lire to give the town 
a monument of ite illustrious citizen. 
The monument occupies a considerable 
section of the main square of Desio, 
and shows Pius XI seated on his port- 
able throne. 

Another manufacturer, Signor Ma- 
rio Longoni, then spent the same sum 
to embellish and enlarge the main 
church.

Tennesseean Is Undismayed 
in Spite of Need of Many 
Blood Transfusions. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 27. 
(P)—Seventy-eight blood transfusions 
have enabled Mrs. Leo N. Vick to 
enjoy four Christmas seasons, the cur- 
rent one “the grandest ever,” since 
she was stricken with aplastic anemia. 

In high spirits after the seventy- 
eighth transfusion today, she pre- 
dicted: “I believe 1937 will be a 
brighter year for everybody than the 
past year.” 

Mrs. Vick was afflicted with the 
strange disease in May of 1933. She 
is undismayed by the fact that she 
must undergo a transfusion at three- 
week intervals, for, perhaps, the re- 
mainder of her life. 

“T read, I listen to the radio, 1 go 
to an occasional show and I have my 
family,” she remarked. “Perhaps I 
get more out of life than a lot of peo- 
ple.” 
The chief difficulty in treating ber, 
physicians say, is in finding persons 
with a blood type similar to hers. Her 
husband, a motion picture projecti.on- 
ist, spends most of his spare time 
seeking donors. 

At her home last night after her 
weckly visit to the movies with ber 
three young children, Mrs. Vick said 
her husband had given her a short 
wave radio for Christmas. 

“Tt’s a lot of fun,’ she declared. “I 
listen to the amateurs talking and 
gossiping and it keeps me from think- 
ing about myself. That is good for 
me.” 

Seldom in bed before midnight, Mrs. 
Vick says she usually waits up for 
her husband to have a “midnight 
snack” with him. 

Although she has not been confined 
to her bed for eight months, except 
for several days after each transfu- 
sion, she does no work and takes no 
exercise. 

“I spend my time knitting and cro- 
cheting,” she said, “and occasionally 
take a short automobile trip.” 

Last March she sent a message of 
hope to Jim Hedley, of St. Louis, who 
at that time had undergone 45 trans- 
fusions. 

A few months ago her physicians 
reported she was somewhat improved, 
although “no cure was in sight.” There 
has been little change in her condi- 
tion since that time, doctors declare.

Schmeling Tops List; 
Brown Bomber Classed 
Next to German.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—(UP)— 
Champion James J. Braddock 1s rank- 
ed third—behind Max Schmeling, No. 
1, and Joe Louis, No. 2—in the an- 
nual boxing ratings announced today 
by “the Ring” magazine. 

Editor Nat Fleischer and his all- 
world boxing board made this rating 
because: “The year passed without 
any defense of the title by Braddock. 
Accordingly it is the judgment of the 
board that not only is Braddock not 
entitied to the No. 1 ranking, but does 
not present sufficient evidence of 
achievement to warrant giving him the 
No. 2 spot.” 

Louis was given the No. 2 rating, 
despite his knockout defeat by Schmel- 
ing, because during 1936 the Brown 
Bomber “really created most of the 
interest in boxing.” The article em- 
phasizes that Louis clinched second. 
ranking by impressive comeback victo- 
ries over Jack Sharkey, Al Ettore, 
Jorge Brescia and Eddie Simms. 

Barlund Third. 


Gunnar Barluund, brilliant young 
Finnish heavyweight, is ranked fourth. 
This rating of the recently imported 
Barlund over men like Jack Trammell 
and Leroy Haynes probably will come 
as a distinct surprise to must habitues 
of punch promenade. Fleischer ex- 
plains Bariund’s selection like this: 
“Not because of the number of bat- 
tles in which he engaged successfully, 
but because of the impressive manner 
in which he won the few he had.” 

And Al Ettore is rated the No. 7 
spot, although the Philadelphia Ital- 
ian suffered his only. defeat of 1936 
at the hands of Joe Louis, who stop- 
ped him in five rounds. Also he was 
held to a draw by Arturo Godoy, of 
Chile. Incidentally Ettore beat 
Haynes during the year. It was his 
third victory over Haynes. 

In the light-heavies, Champion John 
Henry Lewis is No. 1. 

Then come Al Gainer, Connecticut 
negro; Leo Kelly, San Francisco ne- 
gro; Jock McAvoy, of England; Len 
Harvey, of England, and Gus Lesne- 
vich, of Jersey City. 

Champion Freddy Steele tops the 
middleweights, followed by Marcel 
Thil, of France, who is recognized in 
Europe as world champ, and Fred 
Apostoli, of San Francisco, Teddy 
Yarosz, of Pennsylvania, and Ken 
Overlin, of Norfolk, Va. 

ROSS TOPS WELTERS. 

In the welterweight group, Cham- 
pion Barney Koss is followed by Jack 
Carroll, of Australia; Jimmy McLar- 
nin, Ceferino Garcia, Fritzie Zivic and 
Izzy Jannazzo. I don’t know why 
MecLarnin is rated third. Seems to 
me his comeback was made against 
lightweights.

The lightweights are headed by 
Champion Lou Ambers, Pedro Mon- 
tanez, Tany Canzoneri, Enrico Ven- 
turi, Laurie Stevens, of South Africa, 
and Eddie Cool.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—(#)—Re- 
gardless of the outeome of the Rose 
Bowl football game between Pitt’s 
“doubtful” Panthers and Washington's 
“positive’ Huskies on New Year's 
Day the Pacific coast will continue to 
hold a slight advantage over eastern, 
Southern and midwestern opposition 
in the 20 battles. 

By conquering Washington, how- 
ever, Pitt could cut the coast advan- 
tage down to a margin of one vic- 
tory. 

At present, coast representatives 
have won nine games, the east, south 
and midwest a total of seven—and 
three games have wound up with no 
decision.

24-0, 
in 1931. and whipped Stanford, 29- 
13, in 1935. :

The experts: had just about wrap- 
ped up this year’s Rose Bowl bid and 
handed it to Alabama, figuring the 
Huskies wanted revenge for that 20-19

Apparently, however, a Huskie is

After going to church on the first 
day of the new year, the Parsees visit 
the homes of their friends and fela- 
tives. Later in the day, there is much 
feasting. 

The Parsees have 12 months in 
their calendar year, just as we have, 
but each month has exactly 30 days. 
This leaves five extra days which 
are not in any month. The extra days 
are observed as holy days, and each 
one has the name of an angel. 

At the beginning of spring (about 
March 21 in our calendar) the Par- 
sees have a feast day to mark the 
start of the new planting season. They 
also have a feast day in honor of 
‘flowers and trees, and another in

aster. 

At the time of the conquest, some 
Persians left their native land and fled 
to India. They did not change their 
religion, and today India contains 
about 100,000 Parsees. most of them 
living in or near the city of Bombay. 
The name “Parsee” came from “Pars,” 
a province of Persia, but there are 
far more Parsees in India than in 
Persia at the present time. 

The Parsees pray to many gods, 
but chief among them is Mazda. The 
sun is held sacred in his honor, and 
the same is true of fire. On New 
Year's Day in the Parsee calendar, 
the Parsees buy sandalwood and take 
it to their temples for use in feed-

Lhe answer cleared up varying re- 
ports as to whether the bodies of 
Pilots Joe Livermore and Arthur A. 
Haid had been seen in the crushed 
cabin when a searching party finally 
reached the scene yesterday. 

Radio accounts also supported pre- 
vious reports that fire had damaged | 
the wreck. Postal Inspector Albert 
A. Paisley said the ship had carried 
16 pouches of mail, but the rescuers 
reported finding only seven. 

“Found three registered pouches 
and four ordinary pouches,” said the 
radio account. “Apparently rest de- 


stroyed by fire.” 

A storm of blizzard proportions de- 
veloped as the
